COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)—The 
Federal Co mmunicatio ns Co m 
missio n’s

do ctrine” was o uestinned here to ­ 
day by Jo hn J. Giü igan, a can­ 
didate fo r the Demo cratic no m­ 
inatio n fo r U. S. Senato r. 
In a statement issued here he 
no ted that during the campaign 
eight Ohio telev isio n 
statio ns 
hav e o ffered free, prime time to 
bro adcast debates between Gil- 
ligan and his o po o nent. incum 
bent Sen.

House Hopes

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Ho use Rules Co mmittee, rev ers­ 
ing its earlier o ppo sitio n, to day 
cleared the way fo r the Ho use 
to act o n the Senate-passed civ il 
rights bill witho ut change. 
Oppo nents o f the o pen ho using 
pro v isio n in the bill still plan to 
try to blo ck the final Ho use v o te 
Wednesday and send the bill in­ 
stead to a co nference with the 
Senate. 
The bill passed a crucial test 
to day , ho wev er, and its suppo rt­ 
ers say they hav e the v o tes to 
prev ent further delay and send 
the bill to the White Ho use by 
Thursday . 
Ev en o ppo nents o f the bid in 
its present fo rm v o ice do ubt 
they can further delay a deci­ 
sio n. They lo st o ne o f their fo l­ 
lo wers o v er the weekend when 
Rep. Jo hn B. Anderso n o f Illi­ 
no is, o ne o f the fiv e Republican

switched his po sitio n. 
Anderso n was o n the winning

The issue befo re the Rules 
panel and the Ho use itself is 
whether to send the measure to 
a Senate-Ho use co nference co m 
mittee fo r co mpro mise o r send 
it directly to the President by 
accepting a majo r Senate o pen 
ho using pro v isio n.

Jam es A. Rho des 
snt so me 1,800 guardsmen to 
'incinnati and Yo ungsto wn as 


the two cities were added to the 
gro wing list o f areas hit by ra ­ 
cial turmo il. 
In Cincinnati a white co llege 
teacher was dragged fro m his 
car and stabbed to death Mo n­ 
day night at the height o f rio ting 
in sev eral Negro sectio ns o f the 
city . 
The death bro ught to 28 the 
number o f kno wn dead in fiv e 
day s o f rio ting in do zens o f cit­ 
ies. All but fo ur o f the dead 
were Negro es. Mo re than 1,6 00 
hav e been injured and mo re 
than 10,000 arrested. 
The death to ll included 11 in 
Chicago , 6 in Washingto n, 5 in 
Baltimo re, 2 in the Detro it area 
and o ne each in Cincinnati, Min­ 


neapo lis, Memphis and Talla­ 
hassee, Fla. 
Relativ e calm ex isted to day in 
Chicago , Pittsburgh and Wash­ 
ingto n with heav y tro o p patro ls 
enfo rcing the uneasy peace.

The natio nwide deplo y ment o f 
6 1,000 tro o ps was apparently the

The number o f arrests ro se 
rapidly , passing 3,6 00 fo r the du­ 
ratio n o f the disturbances. Au­ 
tho rities co ntended the peak had 
been reached in the v io lence 
with May o r Tho mas D’Alesan- 
dro say ing, “We’re o v er the 
hump. I’m enco uraged.”

Jam es A. Rhodes 
ent some 1,800 guardsmen to 
Cincinnati and Youngstown as 


the two cities were added to the 
growing list of areas hit by ra­ 
cial turmoil. 
In Cincinnati a white college 
teacher was dragged from his 
car and stabbed to death Mon­ 
day night at the height of rioting 
in several Negro sections of the 
city. 
The death brought to 28 the 
number of known dead in five 
days of rioting in dozens of cit­ 
ies. All but four of the dead 
were Negroes. More than 1,600 
have been injured and more 
than 10,000 arrested. 
The death toll included ll in 
Chicago, 6 in Washington, 5 in

Lists 5 Possible 
Causes of Silver 
Bridge Collapse 


CHARLESTON. W. Va. (AP) 
—Louis M. Thayer, a retired 
Coast Guard admiral, has re­ 
ported to a legislative subcom­ 
mittee he is “99 per cent con­ 
fident” a special federal inves­ 
tigative team can find the cause 
of the Silver Bridge collapse at 
Point Pleasant last December. 
Thayer presented a progress 
report Monday listing five pos­ 
sible causes of the disaster 
which killed at least 46 persons. 
They were: 
Fatigue fracture of an eyebar 
upstream on the Ohio side, fati­ 
gue fracture in a “chain bent” 
post on the upstream side and 
shoreward end of the Ohio side- 
span. corrosion, of critical parts, 
vehicle collision with a stiffen- 
ng truss 
(termed 
“improba­ 
ble” ) and fatigue fracture “of 
pinhole at joint U-7 sidespan” 
upstream at the Ohio and (term ­ 
ed “low probability” ). 
Thayer said the investigators 
are searching “for a pin that 
went through the end of four 
cyebars in an area that is vital 
to our investigation.” 
He described the missing pin 
as being about 18 inches long, 
ll inches in da meter and weigh­ 
ing about 200 pounds. 
The Silver Bridge was • sus­ 
pension type span suspended 
from steel joints called eyebars 
which serve the same purpose 
as cables in conventionally de­ 
signed bridges. Heavy pins of 
the type described link the eye- 
bar joints. 
Thayer said he hoped the 
missing pin will be found be- 
fore a National Transportation 
Safety Board hearing on the 
bridge collapse May 7 at Char­ 
leston.

Holders of 1959 Canada savings bonds 
can now trade them in for new bonds 
maturing in 1978 and yielding much 
higher interest. 
For the first year the new bonds will 
pay 6 percent, then for 9 years 7 per­ 
cent. If the holder does not cash in 
the interest he can double his money 
in 10 years. 
Here are government bonds which 
will yield an average of 6.88 percent 
per annum to maturity.

launched a $175 million bond issue to 
yield 7.03 percent for one year, or 7.3 
percent annually for five years. At this 
rate 8 percent money is coming into 
view.

Khe Sanh Siege 
Bombed Apart? 


SAIGON (AP) — Senior U.S. 
officers 
say 
the 
tremendous 
amount of American air power 
thrown against the North Viet­ 
namese 
around 
Khe 
Sanh 
helped break the 77-day siege of 
the Marine combat base and 
prevented 
the 
enemy 
from 
launching a mass attack. 
The 71 days between the start 
of the siege on Jan. 21 and 
March 
31, 
U.S. 
warplanes 
dropped 95,430 tons of explo­ 
sives around the base in the 
northwest corner of South Viet­ 
nam. That was about one-sixth 
the total amount dropped in the 1 
entire Korean War. 
U.S. 
fighter-bomber 
pilots 
flew a total of 21,901 sorties in 
support of 
Khe Sanh during 
those 71 days, an average of 308 
a day. A sortie is one flight by 
one plane. 
Perhaps even 
more signifi­ 
cant 
were 
the 
425 
missions 
flown by the Air Force’s giant 
B52 saturation bombers, each of 
which can carry up to 25 tons of 
bombs. Usually 3 to 12 of the big 
bombers fly a mission, and the 
B52s dropped a total of 59,542 
tons of bombs, or more than 
half 
the 
total 
tonnage 
that 
rained down. 
“ We really just leveled that 
area,” said one general. “Never 
in the history of warfare was 
there ever such a concentrated 
bombing campaign during such 
a period.” 


By EDWARD T. ADAMS 
Associated Press Photographer 
SAIGON (AP) — The chief of 
South Vietnam’s national police, 
Nguyen Ngoc Loan, is one of the 
country’s 
most 
controversial 
leaders. 
The Viet Cong hate him, and 
so do others not associated with 
the Communist-led movement. 
He is a hero to the men who 
work under him, and to not 
few admirers of efficiency. To 
them, charges of ruthlessness 
are offset by the dangers that 
plague the government Brig. 
Gen. Loan serves. 
When I first came upon Loan, 
two months ago, he was firing 
at the head of a man in a plaid 
shirt. 
The 
general had 
appeared 
suddenly that morning near An 
Quang Pagoda. Saigon was reel­ 
ing under the onslaught of the 
Tet offensive. The man in the 


plaid shirt had just been cap­ 
tured. Loan executed him in a 
split second. 
My first impression was that 
the thin-faced Loan was a cold, 
callous killer. Since then, I have 
traveled for days across the 
country with him. 
He is a product of modern 
Vietnam and his time. 
Many think he represents the 
worst in Vietnam. He has been 
criticized 
severely 
by 
some 
American and Vietnamese offi­ 
cials and by some Vietnamese 
politicians. He has been accused 
of using “Hitler” tactics, illegal 
arrests, torture and police-state 
methods. 
He usually participates per­ 
sonally in the arrest of impor­ 
tant 
political 
figures, 
often 
brandishing 
a 
weapon 
and 
shouting or bullying down any 
opposition. 
When Nguyen Cao Ky maneu­ 
vered 
the 
generals 
against 
Nguyen Khanh in 1965, Loan 
was at his side, first as deputy, 
then as chief of military intelli­ 
gence. When Ky was premier 
Loan 
was 
his 
chief 
weapon 
against rebellious Buddhists. 
Last July, when a national as­ 
sembly was voting whether to 
allow Nguyen Van Thieu and Ky 
to run for president and vice 
president, 
Loan 
and 
several 
armed 
henchmen made their 
way to the balcony to giiare at 
members as the vote was taken. 
The vote went the way Loan 
wanted. 
Not only dissident politicians 
and 
shaven-headed 
Buddhists 


fear Loan. Mop-haired students 
stay out of his way as well. Re­ 
cently Loan was seen driving a 
barber around Saigon in his 
jeep. When they spotted a long­ 
haired 
“ cowboy,” 
the 
jeep 
would come to a screeching halt 
and the barber would give the 
cowboy a forceful haircut. 
At the same time, Loan can 
be warm and generous. He dem­ 
onstrates a fervent loyalty to his 
men and his country. 
During the Tet fighting Loan 
was repeatedly out in front, 
leading his police in efforts to 
wipe out Viet Cong who had in­ 
vaded 
the 
capital. 
He 
was 
wounded slightly three times. 
“His men believe that he can 
walk on water a'nd is bullet­ 
proof.” said a U.S. police advis­ 
er who has worked Closely with 
Ix>an for two years. “Loan has 
three qualities which are needed 
for leadership. He is positive, 


efficient and realistic.” 
As for the curbside execution 
and the publicity that followed, 
he recallsC “ Many men were 
getting killed and wounded and 
I had many things on my mind 
at the time. I am a military 
man and not a politician. The 
picture was just an unfortunate 
situation.” 
Vietnamese officials said the 
victim of the execution was 
identified by another Viet Cong 
prisoner as a man named Nguy­ 
en Tan Dat alias Koan So, the 
leader of a Viet Cong snapper 
unit. They said he was captured 
near the pagoda, firing out of a 
second-story window at firemen 
trying to halt a blaze set by the 
Viet Cong. He killed a police­ 
man who attempted to capture 
bim. they said. and when seized 
and questioned, he spat in the 
face of the interrogating officer. 
He was taken around a corner 


where he was met by Loan. 
Loan said later he 
wasn’t 
aware that AP and NBC camer­ 
amen had taken pictures of the 
shooting.

Passengers Tell of Escape 
From Fiery Jet in London 


LONDON (AP) — One engine 
caught fire and fell off and the 
left wing was in flames. But 
Capt. Charles Taylor landed the 
big jetliner and “we m ust owe 
our lives to him,” said one of 
the 121 survivors. 
Five of the 126 persons aboard 
were killed and 22 injured in the 
crash landing Monday at Lon­ 
don Airport. Survivors and offi­ 
cials of british Overseas Air­ 
ways 
Corp—BOAC—said the 
skill and courage of the pilot, a 
New 
Zealander, 
prevented 
a 
much more serious accident. 
Two minutes after the Boeing 
707 jetliner took off from Lon­ 
don for Sydney, Australia, “ I 
looked and saw the side was all 
in flam es,” said passenger Bill 
Bertsch, 27, of Teaneck, N .J. 
“ I rem em ber thinking, ‘We’ve 
got a choice. Either he lands the 
plane or the wing will fall off 
aud we will have had it.’ ” 
Some of the passengers saw 
the plane’s inner left engine 
break off and plunge into a wa­ 
ter-filled gravel pit southwest of 
London, narrowly missing near­ 
by houses. 
“The fire was growing all the 
tim e, but tile pilot brought the 
aircraft round and we landed 
three minutes later,” Deitsch 
said. 
“ It was a beautiful landing. 
The pilot was brilliant. He real­ 
ly was brilliant.” 
Everything seemed “ beauti­ 
fully under control,” said anoth­ 
er passenger, Miss Helena Mor- 
com Taylor. “ As we landed 
nice, soothing music was still 
coming through the loudspeak­ 
ers.

“ One or two gentlemen stood 
aside to let the women get off 
first down the escape chute. I 
thought that was very nice and, 
with the music playing, rather 
like the Titanic.” 
BOAC said an engine of the 
same plane caught fire as it was

The 
plane was stopped before it left 
the ground and there were no 
casualties. 
Sir Giles Guthrie, chairm an of 
the government-owned airline, 
told newsmen: “This was the 
plane’s first flight out—except 
for a test flight—following a m a­ 
jor overhaul.” He said BOAC’s 
investigation would try to deter­ 
mine why the fire extinguishers 
were not working, why the fire 


warning system was not work­ 
ing and why the engine caught 
fire.
